"P'hy should the popular mind be 
neglected on facts relating to health 
and filled with false excitement, mag- 
nified news and artificial pleasures? 
The latter are of far less consequence 
to tbeir interests and happiness. 


People have hitherto been virtually 


shut out from participation in knowl- 
edge of their own structure, the 
causes of disease and principles of 
lie&itn. 


Physicians have thought it beneath 


them to write to the people on mat- 
ters of disease. The vast medium of 
ideas between man and •woman, the 
newspapers, have been Insulted by 
our learned professors. 
The people 


uninformed as to the nature, cause 
and cure of disease have been easily 
caught 
by vuisar assertions and 
names, without explanation. Quack- 
ery has flourished till the professional 
name has become ataost a byword 
and reproach. 


TThat Is a physician if he is not a 


curator of the people's health? Is h» 
merely to theorize, to Quote authori- 
ties, to write long prescriptions from 
books, to utter mandates in an un- 
known tongue, to hand over his pa- 
tients to the tender mercies of the 
apothecaries and Hien fold his arms 
and stand in dignified "self-respect"? 
!Xo. There is for him a higher and 
nobler duty. It is his province not 
only to prescribe for but to instruct 
his patients In any way that can give 
them a knowledge of their own bo3ies 
and how to protect them. And by, 
this means alone will he guard them 
against the thousand deception* by 
which thev are surrounded on everv 
side.

The courts recognize the necessity of effective regulation of "Jitney 


Bus" operation, as is shown by the following quotations of recent decis- 
ions of both Federal and State courts: 


Necessity of Strict Police Regulation 


The Supreme Court of California in discharging the writ of habeas corpus brought to test the 


San Francisco "jitney" ordinance stated, "It may well be that the board of supervisors concluded 
that, in view of the number of this class of public conveyances that were operated upon the public 
streets, especially upon the principal streets already occupied almost to overflowing during the 
hours of heaviest traffic by street cars and other vehicles, as well as by pedestrians at street cross- 
ings, the speed at which they would naturally be operated in order to make them pay on such a low 
rate of fare, and the probable lack of substantial financial responsibility on the part of very many 
undertaking to operate such vehicles, special regulations as to condition of car. competency and fit- 
ness of operator, and the operation of the car, as well as security to protect against improper or 
negligent operation, were essential to the public safety." 


Increased Hazard of Operation as Compared With 


Street Cars 


The District Court of Appeal, Second Appellate District, State of California, in an opinion sus- 


taining the validity of the San Diego "jitney" ordinance said, "There can be no more reason for not 
exercising the same control over automobiles engaged in transporting passengers for pay than in 
supervising and controlling vehicles that can only move on metal rails. In fact, there is greater 
inconvenience to traffic on the streets and more danger of -accidents from numbers of automobiles 
dashing along at a high rate of speed in the hot quest for nickels than in cars confined to certain 
well-defined tracks." Appellant's business is that of a common carrier, subject to the same liability 
and under the same obligations to the public as anjr other common carrier." 
Propriety of Requiring Bonds for the Protection of the Public 


The District Court of the United States for the Western District of Tennessee in sustaining -the 


constitutionality-of State legislation: 'It may well have been that the Legislature had in mind, 
when it enacted the statute in question, that those engaging in the business which the Act sought 


tire surface of the street; that they had no schedule; that pedestrians had no way of knowing when 
and where to expect them; that they increased the danger to persons using the street, whether as 
pedestrians or while alighting from street cars and other modes of transportation; that they 
stopped at street crossings or along the curb between street crossings to receive and discharge 
passengers; that very often the driver owns the machine, or at least an equity, in it; that many of 
them are financially irresponsible; that the patrons "of such vehicles are composed of men, women 
and children; that the vehicles, in the hands of careless drivers, might rush through crowded 
streets at a dangerous rate of speed, probably without any financial responsibility to their patrons 
or others upon whom damage might be inflicted by such machines, because of the negligence of the- 
operators." 
Competition of "Jitneys" Unfair Unless They Are Subjected 


to Regulation and Taxation Similar to That 


Borne by Street Railways 


The Supreme Court, State of New York, in deciding the case of the Public Service Commission, 


Second District versus Elmer G. Booth, said, "The effect of jitney transportation upon street car 
lines was extremely injurious. For the street railroad company had to besr among other ex- 
penses that of the special franchise tax and of maintenance of streets between tracks and for two 
feet outside, while the jitney had the use of the streets free. These circumstances, it seems to 
me, are sufficient to determine what the legislature meant. It meant that this competition should 
be immediately checked by requiring, "any person 
who owns or operates 
to obtain a cer- 


tificate of convenience and necessity 
" of the public service commission and consent to oper- 


ate over the streets upon such terms and conditions as the local authorities shall prescribe." 


Propriety of License Fees as Well as Police Regulation 
The opinion of Judge Rasbury in case of Booth et al. vs. City of Dallas in Court of Civil Ap- 


peals of Texas, sustaining a so-called "Jitney Bus" Ordinance in the city of Dallas, said: "The 
evidence adduced by appellees tended to show that the operators of the vehicles defined by the 
ordinance (jitneys) have greatly congested the city's streets with traffic in the downtown sec- 
tions. Since the operation of such vehicles there have been numerous, accidents in which such ve- 
hicles were concerned, and as a consequence of which persons have been injured and property dam- 
aged and destroyed. Many of the vehicles are oil and worn. The operators run irregularly over 
their selected routes, and do not go to the limit thereof, but return as soon as they secure enough 
passengers to fill the car, taking them on at any point. Many of the vehicles are operated at a 
rapid and dangerous speed- Many of them transport passengers in double the number of their 
rated capacity, and after filling the body of the car, they permit them to stand upon the running 
board. It was also shown that the cost of enforcing the regulatory provisions of the ordinance, in- 
cluding supervision, inspection and police surveillance, would be in excess of the amount which 
could be realized from the license fee and other charges provided for in the ordinance." 


Numerous other judicial opinions are to the same effect. 


"Lest We Forget." 


Amendments to the "Jitney*' ordinance of tha city of Oakland providing for stricter and more 


effective regulation than that formerly existing were presented to the voters of Oakland at the 
municipal election of May, 1915. They were overwhelmingly carried. The majority in their favor 
(23,153 for, 12,185 against) being greater than that given to any other measure or any other can- 
didate on the ballot at that time. The enforcements of these provisions, voted by the people, 
necessarily, therefore, has the approval of the great majority of citizens.
